About 3 o'clock a B. & 6 freight 


came along and Bennett and Hupp 
were standing on the station platform 
When the tram had passed them about 
halfway, Bennett boarded it, near the

Hupp attempted 


to follow and caught a handhold. He 
Was a very heavy man, weighing con 
alderably over two 
hundred pounds 


and before he had secured a foothold 
he wa's jerked off his feet and ni 
hand loosing its gup he fell under tin1 


wheels and was instantly killed. 


His right aim was cut off between

I'ght side of his head was crushed and 
be was otheiwise badly bruised. 


*The remains were brought to New- 


•ark on the tram which killed him, and 
arrived here at 5.10 o'clock. Bowers

How to Get Rid of this Pest~-Valua- 


ble Hint for Amateur Flori»U. 


Easy Remedy. 


"One ol the woist pests of the grow- 


c, of plants has to contend with is the 
led fcpider This insect is so small that 
his presence is seldom suspected until 
he hab had ample opportunity to d; 
great mjuiy 
He delights in a hot, 


diy air, and therefore he uoes hh 
most damaging work in the 
wintei 


when the plants in the window gar 
den are loabt able to resist him. Gen- 
erally the flist indication ot his pres- 
e»ce is seen In the yellowing of the 
foliage. Then the leaves begin to fall. 
IL a short time, if he is let alone, th} 
plant will be without a leaf. The only 
thing that will rout him is water 
He does not eai e for tobacco smoke, ot 
any other insecticide. Heat a tubful 
ot water to one' hundred and twenty 
degrees. Dip the infested plants in it 
and allow them to remain submerged 
for half a minutp. Then lemove them, 
let them stand for ten minutes, and re- 
peat the bath, being sure the temper- 
a^ine of it is up to the one hundie'l 
and twenty degree mark. This will 
generally kill all the spiders on the 
plants, but in order to k"eep others 
fiom coming to take their places, as 
they most certainly will attempt to it 
rot interfered with, it will be neces- 
sary to act constantly on the defen 
sive. Vessels of water kept constantly 
evaporating on stoves and registers 
will be of gteat benefit. A tap bath 
once or twice a week will do a worlu 
or good, especially if the plants ara 
allowed to remain under water five or 
ten minutes at a time."—From the

Now it is tvpical of the 
re8»u:T<'c*iion of our Lord, again of the 
bursting foith of spring and to some 
folks of Ihely yet conventioual MOWS 
the close of a long season of fasting 
and denial. Among the pioneers of the 
American border there was little unity 
of religious faith and often not enough 
of one kind to set the fashion for stat- 
ed observances. But Easter had its 
traditions, and there was so little to 
make the burden of border life agree- 
able that every event was seized upoii 
by the young as an excuse for frolick- 
ing. 


The Easter egg somehow appealed 


to all people of •whatever lineage. An 
article of food and commerce, treas- 
ured like gold at ordinary times, the 
egg was excused from fixed duty on 
Easter and given over to the carnival 
mob for all kinds of sport. If nothing 
more delirious was thought of, there 
was an egg feast all day, with a menu 
of fried, boiled, scrambled or poached 
eggs at every meal. Small boys look- 
ed forward to Easter, or "Paas," much 
the same as to Fourth of July. They 
wanted eggs by the hatful, the bas 
ketful or the barrelful. and they stole' 
them as shamelessly as city urchins 
do the fuel for bonflres. 


Dyed in various colors, the Easter 


eggs came from hidden stores for the 
family feast, aud when the amusement 
of stealing and dyeing for general use 
became too tame the boys also laid by 
stores for a vagabond feast in the 
woods. Eggs were roasted in ashes 
and devoured with the relish that goes 
with an out of doors appetite. To lend 
further zest to the feast the boys of 
one neighborhood would raid the hid- 
den stores of another. If the party 
t aided was alert, there •would happen 
n scramble as fierce and biooift- as a 
football riibh. If the contest was close, 
then cjrgs raw or eggs burning hot 
weie fared into the faces of the com- 
batants. Terhaps there was economy 
in the long run in this recklessness, for 
the boys who reveled in an Easter 
feast didn't haie any appetite for eggs 
the remainder of the j car.
